Reagan smiles after victories 

Reagan stuns Ford 
with 3 more wins 
In primary contests 

INDIANAPOLIS, Indiana, May 5 
(R). — Ronald Reagan today seiz¬ 
ed the initiative in the Republican 
presidential race from President 
Ford after scoring two crushing 
wins and an upset victory in the 
latest primary elections. 

The victories put the former Ca¬ 
lifornia Governor ahead of Mr. 
Ford for the first time in commit¬ 
ted delegate votes for the Repu¬ 
blican nominating convention. But 
the president’s campaign commit¬ 
tee said that, counting the uncom¬ 
mitted delegates leaning towards 
him, he was still ahead. 

The Reagan camp was ecstatic 
about its big victories yesterday 
in Alabama and Georgia and his 
surprise triumph in a dose cont¬ 
est in Indiana. 

Analysing these and his sweep¬ 
ing win last Saturday in Texas, 
political experts speculated about 
a Republican convention at which 
uncommitted delegates might he 
in a position to decide the nomi¬ 
nee. 

Former Georgia Governor Jim¬ 
my. Carter^matotained, his, domin¬ 
ant hold on the Democratic race, 
scoring easy wins in Indiana, Geo¬ 
rgia and Washington, D.C. 

The Reagan camp was particu¬ 
larly enthusiastic about his win¬ 
ning 51 per cent of the vote in 
Indiana, compared with Mr. Ford’s 
49 per cent. 

Republican congressional lead¬ 
ers, who conferred with Mr. Ford 
at the White House this morning, 
said he was not discouraged but 
recog ni sed that he was in a fight 
to the finish. 

With almost all returns in from 
the primaries held yesterday, Mr. 
Reagan had boosted his total of 
delegate votes at the party con¬ 
vention to 381. 

Mr. Ford had 372 committed de¬ 
legate votes.

BEIRUT, May 5 (R). — The Leba¬ 
nese capital enjoyed a semblance 
of peace today after the deploy¬ 
ment of Palestinian troops in Bei¬ 
rut’s main battle zone. 

Regulars of the Syrian-based 
Palestine Liberation Army (PLA) 
last night moved into the com¬ 
mercial district and the adjacent 
port area. They occupied key buil¬ 
dings on the frontline, scene of sa¬ 
vage street warfare and ferocious 
artillery duels between left and 
rightwing forces. - 

The PLA units were ordered in¬ 
to the area to tty to stabilise the 
latest of about 30 truce agree¬ 
ments between the warring fac¬ 
tions since civil war broke out 13 
months ago. Reports from all 
parts of the city said the security 
situation had considerably impro¬ 
ved. 

But isolated sniper fire continu¬ 
ed today and gunmen on both si¬ 
des of the front line cutting the 
city expressed doubts over the la¬ 
sting success of the latest move 
towards peace. 

In the leftist-held side of the 
battle zone, fighters said the PLA 
men’s job was merely to report on 
violations of the ceasefire rather 
than ensure it by force of arms. 

On the political front, bargain¬ 
ing over a successor to President 
Sul eiman Franjieh continued* as 
deputies discussed the scheduled 
vote In smoke-filled hotel rooms 
across the city. 

The rightwing and Syria favour 
Central Bank Governor Elias Sar¬ 
kis, while the left is pushing for 
.Mr,. Raymond Edde, leader of the 
National Bloc Party. 

But 28 of parliament’s 98 mem¬ 


bers have introduced a complicat¬ 
ing factor in the already tortuous 
political situation here by announ¬ 
cing that they were looking for a 
third candidate to avoid deadlock 
over the two front runners, but no 
name has yet been put forward. 

The rightwing Phal an gists were 
said in today's newspapers to ha¬ 
ve announced they expected a 
“Syrian surprise” in the next 48 
hours. 

A Phalangist delegation would 
travel to Damascus today to con¬ 
fer with Syrian leaders, according 
to the press. 

Agence France Presse reported 
that informed sources said former 
Premier Amin Hafez failed to per¬ 
suade Syrian leaders yesterday to 
accept the idea of a third presi¬ 
dential candidate. 

A shell landed on the square 
outside Beirut International Air¬ 
port today for the third day in a 
row, killing one man and injuring 
two, airport sources said. 

Transport Minister Adel Ossei- 
ran said there was “no question, 
whatever happens” of dosing the 
airport, now serviced solely by 
Middle East Airlines.

no-Centre will be completely au¬ 
tomatic. This helps avoid labour 
shortage problems. Take the wai¬ 
ters, for example. There won’t be 
any. When you want to eat, you 
press a button and a card comes 
out with a number like your cre¬ 
dit card. When you’ve selected a 
certain dish of food that’s displa¬ 
yed behind glass, you insert your 
card and the dish comes out. Wh¬ 
en you leave, you put your card 
in a slot and it will show how mu¬ 
ch you must pay. 

"Say there’s an event in ten mi¬ 
nutes. The centre can be automa¬ 
tically converted in time to the de¬ 
sired arrangement. In six hours, 
the ice-skating rink can be prepa¬ 
red, a& it is all electrically done. 
When a soft spot occurs in the 
ice, it will automatically start pa¬ 
cking up at that particular place. 
Sometimes there will be techno- 
weekly shows, on laser beams for 
example, that involve small but 
extremely expensive - pieces of 
equipment. Beforehand, everyth¬ 
ing would be spray-gunned with 
what we call micro-dots. If by 
chance a fellow puts a small piece 
in his pocket, the moment he lea¬ 
ves, bells at the door win start 
ringing and all the doors in the 
centre will automatically lock. If 
he esapes, we can trace him up to 
a radius of six miles from the cen¬ 
tre. 

"By the time thin centre is fi¬ 
nished, we will have 86 similar 
ones around the worid. Since they 
are all standardised, the best the¬ 


atres can come to Amman because 
there will be no trouble with ac¬ 
oustics, for example. They will 
know the exact specifications be¬ 
forehand and won't have to cha¬ 
nge from country to country. 

“From the moment the final ag¬ 
reement is signed with the Jorda¬ 
nian government, it will take 14 
months for the centre to be co¬ 
mpletely finished: And the day 
they announce the final agreem¬ 
ent, 60 concessions will also be 
announced, which means that 60 
Jordanian families will make their 
living from the centre. These co¬ 
ncessions will be subcontracted 
by tender-bid to 60 Jordanians on 
an experience-profit sharing basis, 
not on a capital investment basis. 
It will also be on an equal oppo¬ 
rtunity basis, which means 60 per 
cent of the concessions can be gi¬ 
ven to interested Jordanian wo- 


Some of 'the concessions that 
will be up for bidding are : pa¬ 
rking lot, signs, secretarial servi¬ 
ces, public relations, advertising, 
photograph, refreshment, commu¬ 
nications, furniture, decoration, 
airlines, ashtrays, rope, high sto¬ 
ols, lavatories, taxis, coiffeur, cle¬ 
aring freight, travel, rent-a-car, 
tourism, equipment, electrical, ca¬ 
rpeting, flowers, printing, audio¬ 
visual equipment, business servi¬ 
ces, gfftware, insurance, and — 
of course — ice-skates rentals. 

While PIA has authorised and 


signed for five other centres in 
the Middle East — Kuwait, Jedd¬ 
ah, Dubai, Qatar and Bahrain — 
Mr. Barker says he would perso¬ 
nally like to see Amman have the 
first one. 

While a Canadian by nationali¬ 
ty, ne is originally from the Bar- 
ghdash family of Haifa. 

PIA provides two other impo¬ 
rtant services. It helps individual 
inventors test and market their 
inventions, and it runs a patent 
index information system that gi¬ 
ves computer information about 
all the companies in the world, 
including a computerised list of 
all Mid-East business family na¬ 
mes, product lines, agencies and 
credit information — and goes 
every month to 60,000 subscribers. 
What they call "the world’s tini¬ 
est computer” will be available 
at the centre for local business¬ 
men to tap for any such interna¬ 
tional technical information they 
might need. 

PIA was established in 1965 and 
is, according to Mr. Barker, the 
world's largest technology transf¬ 
er service compary.

Cause for concern 


The continuing difficulty in Lebanon to elect a president 
to succeed Suleiman Franjieh is not a good sign, but then there 
have been precious few good signs in Lebanon for the past 
twelve months. What is troubling in the current drawn-out 
process to select a president is that it shows dangerous signs 
of becoming another cause of continuing conflit in Lebanon, 
instead of part of the solution to the conflict. 


The selection of President Franjieh’s successor will not in 
itself solve the country's underlying difficulties. The institution 
of the presidency, because of the manner in which Mr. Fran¬ 
jieh abused it, and because of the way he was ignominiously 

ushered out of the presidential palace, has inevitably lost some 
of its previous stature and meaning. The simultaneous emer¬ 
gence of the traditional Lebanese warlords (such as Messrs. 
Chamoun, Gemayel, Junblattj, and new power figures (such 
as Lieutenant Khatib and Ibrahim KoJeilat) has necessarily 
taken away from the magnetism and the national significance 
of the presidency. 


In this context, the new president will not so much be a 
father of the country as he will be a court-appointed guardian. 
He will not have deep power because the allegiance of most 
of the Lebanese citizens that is required to give meaning to 
this power is not automatically given to the president now, 
but is scattered among the collection of political and religious 
leaders of the state. The best thing that can be expected from 
the new president is simply that he shall have succeeded Pre¬ 
sident Franjieh, and that a new face, hopefully a fresh and 
untained face, would take away from the national scene the 
divisive element of the Franjieh personality and the Franjieh 
mishandling of the trust of the Lebanese people. 


If the new president turns out to be a dynamic leader 
whose personality and policies can help the nation return to 
a normal life, then so much the better. But whether the nation 
does or does not return to normal lies primarily in the hands 
of those who instigate, direct, encourage and carry out the 
fighting in Lebanon. The president's role here is incidental. 


But if the thorn of the continuing Franjieh incumbency is 
removed, the other demands of the warring factions may be 
that much easier to meet, and true peace may be that much 
closer.

It is therefore troubling to see the presidential selection 
process become so drawn out and intertwined with the inevi¬ 
table political horsetrading that is so much a part of Lebanon. 
If this continues much longer — and if parliament for some 
reason does not convene this Saturday as scheduled to select 
a new president — then one would naturally wonder whether 
the presidential question has been simply another ruse used to 
prolong and further exacerbate the national nightmare in 
Lebanon. 


Lebanon can take a big step forward this Saturday by 
seeing its parliament meet and choose a new president, whose 
contribution to healing the nation’s gashes would be facilitated 
in turn by a speedy and honourable resignation by President 
Franjieh. This is a situation where a succession of events will 
go a long way to bringing peace to Lebanon. It is not quite the 
litmus test of sanity, but perhaps it is an opportunity for the 
people of Lebanon to reverse the momentum that has been 
moving only in the direction of more destruction. The larger 
question, however, is whether the decision to do this is fully 
in the hands of th§ people of Lebanon, and this will be revealed 
only by the events of the coming few weeks.

Healey, British trade unions 
agree on 4.5'. wage 
increase ceiling 


LONDON, May 5, (R). — The 
British government today an¬ 
nounced that it has agreed with 
trade union leaders to limit pay 
raises in the next year to 4.5 
per cent. 

This was 1.5 per cent more than 
had been envisaged by Chancel¬ 
lor of the Exchequer Denis Healey. 

But Mr healey said the govern¬ 
ment was confident this limit wo¬ 
uld meet the requirements of Bri¬ 
tain’s counter inflation drive.

Israel, U.K. extend 
transport agreement 

LONDON, May 4 (R). — Israel 
and Britain today agreed to ex¬ 
tend their 1973 three-year trans¬ 
portation cooperation agreement 
for another three years, an Israeli 
embassy spokesman said. 

The decision to renew the agr¬ 
eement was reached in discussions 
here between Israeli Transport 
Minister Gad Yaacobi and British 
Transport Minis ter Dr. John Gil¬ 
bert. 

The agreement calls for plann¬ 
ing and research, as well as an ex¬ 
change of information by both co¬ 
untries in the field of transporta¬ 
tion. 

Mr. Yaacobi is due to go to Den¬ 
mark on Thursday to sign a simi¬ 
lar transportation cooperation ac¬ 
cord. 

The Israeli minister flew here 
on Monday and is also holding 
discussion with Mr. Peter Shore, 
Environment Secretary; Sir Ri¬ 
chard Marsh, Chairman of British 
Railways and Sir Derek Ezra, Ch¬ 
airman of the British Coal Board.

Mr Healey said that the increa¬ 
se was less than half the level 
permitted under the voluntary ag¬ 
reements for the current year, 
ending July 31, when increases 
have been limited to six sterling 
a week roughby 10 per cent of the 
average wage. 

Mr Healey said the government 
was confident the new pact would 
help the immediate target of hal¬ 
ving the nation’s inflation rate in 
1977. 

Mr Healey added that the 4.5 
per cent limit was less than that 
allowed in other advanced Wes¬ 
tern democracies, such as West 
Germany where the average pay 
increase, he said, was 5.5 per cent. 

In exchange for the unions ac¬ 
cepting the new limit, Mr Healey 
said he would implement tax con¬ 
cessions conditionally promised 
in his national budget last month. 

These concessions would mean 
a tax saving of about 1.50 ster¬ 
ling a week for an average married 
wage-earner with two children. 

Earlier news that the govern¬ 
ment had reached agreement with 
the trade unions sent the pound 
sterling bounding forward on for¬ 
eign exchange markets. 

Because the wag rise limit was 
higher than the government first 
sought, foreign exchange markets 
reacted nervously. 

After an initial bound forward, 
the pound sterling bobbed back 
and forth in erratic trading. It do¬ 
sed at $1.8250 — down 02 cents 
on the day. 



British monetary 
reserves decline 
sharply 

LONDON. May 4 (R). — Britain's 
monetary reserves were again 
heavily drained last month, decli¬ 
ning by $1,057 million, or about 
one-sixth, the Treasury announced 
today. 

It was the second successive 
fall of this size, largely due to the 
need for the Bank of England to 
support sterling in foreign exchan¬ 
ge markets. 

The reserves of gold and forei¬ 
gn currency now stand at $4,848 
million, compared with $7,025 mil¬ 
lion at the end of February — a 
fall of one-quarter in two months. 
In March the reserves dropped by 
$1,1 IS million. 

Chancellor of the Exchequer 
Denis Healey announced today 
that Britain is shorter to draw a 
standby credit of $800 million 
(700 million special drawing 
rights^) from the International Mo¬ 
netary Fund (IMF). The money 
will be used to make good Bri¬ 
tain’s depleted monetary reser¬ 
ves. 

The standby credit, which can 
be drawn at any time at Britain’s 
discretion, was approved by the 
I.M.F. on December 31. 


OPEC secretary general 
calls for closer integratl 
with Europe 


VIENNA. May 5 (R) ~ The Se¬ 
cretary-General of OPEC called 
today for a fairer oil price to aid 
integration between the economi¬ 
es of Western Europe oil-expor¬ 
ting nations. 

This would be the basis for ma¬ 
ny-sided political and economic 
relations, Mr. M.O. Feyide, chief 
executive of the 13-nation Orga¬ 
nisation of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries, told a business meeting. 
OPEC was not pressing for unre¬ 
alistic prices, only for prices ju¬ 
stified by the value of its produ¬ 
ct, he said. 

Mr. Feyide told a congress of 
the Austrian carpet industry at 
Baden, ner Vienna, that OPEC 
wanted to maintain the purcha¬ 
sing power of its oil revenues. 

This would be possible only 
if West European nations took 
concrete action to combat infla¬ 
tion and to avoid fluctuations in 
currency rates. 

OPEC oil ministers meet at Ba¬ 
li, Indonesia, on May 27 to deci¬ 
de whether to raise oil prices, 
now averaging 11.51 dollars for 
a 159-litre barrel.

MOSCOW, May 4 (R) — An An¬ 
glo-American consortium expects 
to know by the end of the year 
whether it has landed an estima¬ 
ted $250 million deal to help bu¬ 
ild oil platforms for the Caspian. 

Mr. Robert Sirotta, Moscow re¬ 
presentative of the American Br¬ 
own and Root Oil Platform Co¬ 
nstruction Firm, told Reuter to¬ 
day that the negotiations were sti¬ 
ll going on. 

The consortium, in which his 
firm is joined by British Petroleum 
(BP) and the British Wimpey Co¬ 
nstruction Firm, faced its stron¬ 
gest competition from France, he 
said. 

According to French business, 
sources, the Paris-based .. firm 
E.T.PM. (Entreprise pour les Tr- 
avaux Petroliers Marins) is also 
negotiating for the deal. 

Informed British sources have 
said the USSR is interested in 
Western expertise and equipment 
to set up an oil platform constru¬ 
ction yard at Baku, its Caspian 
oil centre.

Mexico ready to 
join OPEC 

MEXICO CITY, May 5 (AFP) — 
Mexico is ready to join the Or¬ 
ganisation of Petroleum Export¬ 
ing Countries (OPEC), if it is in¬ 
vited to, National Resources Mi¬ 
nister Francisco Javier Alejo said 
here. 

Mr. Alejo said that Mexico had 
not applied for membership, but 
that it was “in solidarity with” 
OPEC. 

The minister also said that his 
country expected to begin expo¬ 
rting chemicals by the end of 
this year. 

He estimated Mexican oil rese¬ 
rves at between 30,000 million 
and 60,000 million barrels. Daily 
output at the moment was 
1 , 100,000 barrels & exports came 
to 113,000 barrels a day. 

In all, Mexico would export so¬ 
me 200,000 barrels of crude this 
year, but it would also import 
some oil. Its oil ‘‘trade balance” 
would show a surplus o f $320 
million.

Simon ready to halt 
probe into car 
damping 

WASHINGTON. May 5 (AFP) — 
Treasury Secretary William Sim¬ 
on said here he was ready to halt 
the official probe into alleged du¬ 
mping by car makers in eight ot¬ 
her countries, if a settlement co¬ 
uld be reached with the compa¬ 
nies found guilty. 

The countries involved are West 
Germany, Britain, Japan, France, 
Canada, Italy, Belgium and Sw¬ 
eden. Last summer these were 
alleged to have sold cars in the 
U.S. at prices below those in 
their home markets. 

Mr. Simon said : "The treasu¬ 
ry is prepared to discontinue its 
investigation against those com¬ 
panies (for) which dumping ma¬ 
rgins have been found, if certain 
assurances are received which mi¬ 
tigate price differences between 
home market and export sales 
in the future.” 

Mr. Simon added that all the 
firms concerned, except Porsche, 
Rolls Royce, Toyota and Nissan 
— had been found under the pro¬ 
be to have practiced dumping. 

The inquiry stemmed from a 
demand by the Auto Workers 
Union which said that U.S. work¬ 
ers had lost their jobs because 
of dumping by foreign companies. 

When the investigation began, 
foreign companies had a 21 per 
cent share of the Ameri can mar¬ 
ket. But the figure has dropped 
to 14 per cent.

BONN, May 4 (AFP) — Tanza¬ 
nian President Julius Nyerere sh¬ 
arply criticized industrialised co¬ 
untries’ policies of aid to develo¬ 
ping nations here today. 

Speaking before the Friedrich 
Ebert Foundation, an organisati¬ 
on with close ties to West Ge¬ 
rman Social Democrats, Mr. Ny¬ 
erere appealed for urgent reforms 
to end pressures on poor countri¬ 
es. 

Criticizing the idea of develo¬ 
pment aid as a form of charity 
Mr. Nyerere said that such aid 
was in fact a right of develop¬ 
ing countries. 

“Nations do not deal with the 
problems of internal poverty by 
relying upon charity. To a grea¬ 
ter or lesser extent, diretly or in¬ 
directly, they all transfer resou¬ 
rces from their rich to their po¬ 
or through taxation. If we are 
serious about world poverty, we 
have to accept the same logic be¬ 
tween nations," he declared. 

Ihe Tanzanian leader continu¬ 
ed : “contributions to the fight 
against world poverty should be 
on the same basis as contributi¬ 
ons to the United Nations." 

They should be a “contract 
with the rest of the world, not 
a conditional act of charity, the 


amount depending on the vagari¬ 
es of politics,” he said. 

Mr. Nyerere said “What the 
poor are now asking is a fair ch¬ 
ance to develop; we want a real, 
and automatic, transfer of resou¬ 
rces from the rich to the poor 
instead of the other way arou¬ 
nd as at present.” 

Reforms necessary to achieve 
that, he said, included the esta¬ 
blishment of an organic linke be¬ 
tween prices of products exported 
by poor nations and products they 
Imported. 

In the international monetary 
system, he continued, it was un¬ 
fair to have special drawing rig¬ 
hts, the new international curre¬ 
ncy, linked to wealth and Interna¬ 
tional exchange. They should also 
serve development, Mr. Nyerere 
said. 

The few industrial products ma¬ 
nufactured in poor countries sh¬ 
ould have access to the markets 
of industrialised nations without 
the imposition of quotas, in the 
same way that their raw mate¬ 
rials had access to those marke¬ 
ts, he said. 

Under the present system, Mr. 
Nyerere commented ; “We are 
poor, and we stay poor because 
we are poor and because the rich 
are rich.”

In this exhibition are thing s 
from everyday life; the parapher¬ 
nalia of a culture which embrac¬ 
es town and village. There are 
spectacular embroidered gowns, 
known as Riguna, some as large 
as twelve feet from edge to edge, 
wall decorations, pottery, callig¬ 
raphy, wall paintings and horse 
trappings—these being particular¬ 
ly beautiful and intricate showing 
the fine standard of workmanship 
in leather. Finely worked goat¬ 
skin and dyed in brilliant colours, 
these decorative bridles and sad¬ 
dle blankets were most eye-catch¬ 
ing; so too were the examples of 
indigo-dyed cloth of which a sur¬ 
prising amount is still made today 
from wood ash and partly fer¬ 
mented indigo in spite of the 
competition of commercial yard 
goods. 

The embroidery is quite specta¬ 
cular and 1 was interested to le¬ 
arn that it is traditionally done by 
the Hausa men—one gown in 
silk, embroidered in emerald on 
an olive green background was a 
work of art in 'itself, contrasting 
with the exhibits of practical ev- 
erday pottery and calabashes ad¬ 
apted to spoons and kitchenware 
for the village home.

Turkey asks Greece 
to clarify pact 
proposal 

ANKARA, May 5 (R) — Turkey 
has asked Athens for more details 
about a Greek proposal for a non¬ 
aggression pact between the two 
hostile neighbours, informed Tu¬ 
rkish sources said today.

The withdrawal came only ho¬ 
urs after agriculture Minister Fr¬ 
ed Peart promised trwlermen that 
new measures for their protection 
would be decided within the next 
48 hours. 

SALT meetings 
suspended till Jane 

GENEVA, May 5 (AFP) — The 
United States and the Soviet Un¬ 
ion have decided to suspend their 
Strategic Arms Limitation Talks 
(SALT Two) here until June 2, it 
was officially announced today. 

The negotiators have never gi¬ 
ven details of their discussions, 
but American and Soviet offici¬ 
als have recently hinted that the 
talks had run into deadlock, which 
observers believed could be the 
reason for suspending them for 
almost a month. 

SALT Two began on Nov. 21, 
1972, and was resumed on Jan. 
26 this year. 

The talks aimed at reaching 
an agreement limiting the numb¬ 
er and performance of intercont¬ 
inental and underwater missiles 
and of aircraft armed with nucle¬ 
ar weapons between 1977 and 
1985.

Cairo move part of ‘‘freeze” 
in differences with Moscow 


CAIRO, May 5 (R) — In a move 
to soft-pedal its differences with 
Moscow, Egypt has decided to ba¬ 
ck down on a threat to publish a 
list of its grievances against the 
Soviet Union, an official- source 
said today. 

Observers said the Egyptian 
change of heart was prompted 
by a Soviet proposal last week 
suggesting a two-stage resumpti¬ 
on of the Geneva Middle East Pe¬ 
ace Conference. 

Under the Soviet plan, the first 
short stage of the projected new 
session would solve organisational 
problems. The second stage would 
get to grips with the substance 
of a settlement. 

Diplomats said the Soviet sch¬ 
eme has met with Egyptian app¬ 
roval. 

In a speech last Saturday, Pre¬ 
sident Anwar Sadat said he had 
ordered die publication of a me¬ 
ssage sent to Moscow after the 
expulsion of about 20,000 Soviet 
military experts from Egypt in 
1972. 

It contained what President Sa¬ 
dat said were “decisive replies to 
Soviet slanders.” 

Today however, the source said 
there had been second thoughts 
and the message will not be made 
known at this stage. 

“It’s a trump card, but we are 


not anxious to forfeit our acco¬ 
mplishments with any of the su¬ 
perpowers,” the source said. 

Confirming today's Egyptian 
move, a Soviet embassy official 
said there was a tacit agreement 
to freeze differences. “We on our 
part have no interest in escala¬ 
ting the differences and it is im¬ 
portant at this stage not to burn 
all the bridges between the two 
countries,” he added. 


Rhodesia extends 
military duty to 
face guerrillas 

I SALISBURY, May 5, (R) — Rho- 
i desia has extended its term of 
1 national military service from 12 
to 18 months with immediate eff¬ 
ect, a defence ministry spokes¬ 
man said here today. 

The extension follows the an¬ 
nouncement last week that mem¬ 
bers or the country’s territorial 
force —■ even if they have alre¬ 
ady completed national service — 
now face indefinte periods of “co¬ 
ntinuous” service in the war aga¬ 
inst nationalist guerrillas. 

Informed sources said the deci¬ 
sion to extend the term of mili¬ 
tary duty was taken at yesterday’s 
Rhodesian cabinet meeting, atte¬ 
nded for the first time by two 
of Rhodesia’s newly-appointed bl¬ 
ack ministers. 

Earlier today, the Rhodesian 
army announced it would be re¬ 
assessing men in medically down¬ 
graded categories to see whether 
some of them could be given 
more active military duties in fo¬ 
rward areas. 

It is believed that about 3.000 
soldiers who had previously been 
discounted for active service will 
be re-screened. 


Algerians begin debat

ALGIERS, May 5 (R) — A public 
debate on the contents of a dra¬ 
ft national charter for Algeria 
began today with the publication 
of letters on subjects not often 
aired in public here, including 
the role of the army and the ab¬ 
use of position and power. 

President Houari Boumedienne 
has called for a free and full de¬ 
bate on the 60,000-word draft, 
which is a sort of manifesto for 
the replacement of the present te- 
mporary state institutions with 
permanent ones ami a programme 
for instituting a socialist system. 

The charter, to be amended as 
a result of the debate, will be su¬ 
bmitted to a referendum in mid- 
June. 

Committees have been set up in all 
unions, party organisations and 
local government departments to 
channel suggested amendments 
to a national commission presided 
over by Mr. Boumedienne, and

USSR dominates Crosland 
discussions in Peking 



PEKING, May 5 (AFP) — Chi¬ 
nese Foreign Minister Cbiao Kuan- 
hua spent most of meeting lasting 
more than two hours here today 
with British Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Crosland attacking the 
“expansionist" policies of the So¬ 
viet Union, particularly in Europe. 

British sources said Anglo-Chi- 
nese relations were hardly discu¬ 
ssed and the question of Hong 
Kong was not raised at all. 

But bilateral issues dominated 
a one-hour talk Mr. Crosland had 
this morning with Foreign Trade 
Minister hi Chiang, during which 
Mr. Li disclosed that China's an¬ 
nual production of crude oil is 
just under 100 million tons. It was 
the first official indication of how 


China's oil industry has develo¬ 
ped, from an estimated output 
of 65 million,tons in 1974. 

Mr. Crosland said Britain was 
interested in boosting trade with 
China, but was told British prices 
were high, the British sources 
said. 

The foreign ministers today had 
a second meeting and it was Mr. 
Chiao’s turn to brief his visitor 
on Chinese foreign policy. 

A British source said he spent 
an hour and a half out of two 
hours and 10 minutes explaining 
why China believed Soviet hege- 
monist policies had “little chance” 
of succeeding in Asia.

14,970,000 shares changed hands, of which 2,850,000 during 
the last hour.
